Mr. Donnelly and his associates were 
told by Mr. Wallace of the hardship the 
strike was imposing on the live stock 
raisers, and they were asked if some 
concessions besides those offered at the 
Isst conference between the packers and 
the strike leaders could not be suggest- 
ea. Mr. Donnelly said that the strikers 
Were willing now to concede the time 
limit in which the men should be re- 
instated. 

Tonight hoth sides to the dispute at 
the stock vards were claiming a victory. 
According to the packers all the plants 
in Chicago are running at nearly the 
regular - capacity. On the other hand, 
the labor leaders declare the packing in- 
dustry in this city is completely demor- 
alized and that business is almost at a 
standstill. That the statement of 
labor leaders %s not altogether true is 
evidenced by the fact that the packers 
are slaughtering thousands of animals 
every twenty-four hours. 

There were several desertions from the 
ranks of the strikers today, but this 
loss was offset by an equal number of

Strikers Go Back to Work. 
The packers today won an important 
licidental victory.

Teamster Severely Beaten. 

Within a few squares of the city hall 
today, miles away from the stock yards, 
Michael Harrity, a teamster, was kick- 
,ed and beaten when a wagon loaded with 
| meat started from JIAbby, McNeil & 
Libby's branch wholesale market in South 
| Water street. 
| Excitement was furnished by 
‘sympathizers at the plant of Nelson Mor- 
‘ris & Co. Some one loosened a rail on 
'the track leading to the firm’s chief hog 
‘house and a car laden with ice was 
thrown from the track and overturned, 
blocking all traffic. This scared about 
forty colored strike breakers and they 
refused to work longer. The men were all 
employed in the chill room and as they 
had just been brought from Alabama, 
they declared they could not endure the 
cold work. The upsetting of the car was 
therefore readily seized upon as a good 
excuse for quitting.

| Resolution. 

The executive committee of the Georgia 
Federation of Labor convened last night 
in the Federation hall on Forsyth street 
to give consideration to the action of the 


state legislature on the anti-boycott bill. 
| The full membenship of the committee, 
‘H, W. Quinn, William Weir and Pat Mur- 
‘ray, was in attendance, and in their de- 
liberations were assisted by a number of 
men prominent in federation work. Af- 
ter a session of over two hours the exec- 
utive committee perfected a paper setting 
‘forth its interpretation of the situation, 
‘and with it an open communication to 
‘the members of the state senate, which 
‘will be presented to that body during 
ithe session this morning. 


The statement follows: 
To the Honorable Senate of Georgia: 


‘In behalf of the Atlanta Federation of 
| Trades, with authority in that behalf, we, 
'the executive board of the federation, 
hereby make clear the federation’s inten- 
|tions concerning the resolutions passd by 
‘the federation relating to the passage in 
'the senate of the anti-boycott bill. 

| It was not the intention of the federa- 
\tion to unjustly reflect upon any senator. 
|The facts are that the anti-boycott bill 
| was passed without notice to the opposers 
'of the bill, after a promise was given by 
\the chairman of the senate committee 


notice of the hearing upon the bill so that 
| they could be heard, and that such prom- 
ise was not kept. Chairmain Matthews, 
to his credit be it said, afterward tried to 
have the bill reconsidered. The provisions 
‘of the bill are positively pernicious and 


‘citizens as declared by the highest courts 
of the jand.

AFTER TROOPS 


Want Their Roads Used in 
Transporting the Sol- 
diers, 


Atlanta is even more than usual the 
mecca of outside railroad men just at 
this time, and the object of their present 
trip is always a visit to the department 
of the headquarters of the gulf of the 
United States army. Atlanta passenger 
men, too, are hustling around and busy- 
ing themselves In the matter of making 
estimates for the transportation of troops | 
to the coming maneuvers at the old bat- 
tle ground of Manassas. s 

In addition to the transportation of the | 
2,150 troops which is the quota assigned 
for the state troops of Georgia by the 
gcvernment, practically all of the reg- 
ulars in the state will be moved to Ma- 
nassas. These regulars will go into camp 
about a week before the state troops and 
assist generally in getting the big ‘‘Amer-.. 
ican Aldershot’ in readiness for the ge- 
view and tactics. 

In the transportation of the troops 
from Georgia, there will be of course the 
movement of the Sixteenth United States 
infantry, Colonel Price commanding, now 
stationed at Fort McPherson. Since the 
return of the Sixteenth from the railip- 
pines just Two years ago there have been 
but two battalions stationed at Atlanta's 
suburb post. These were the Second and 
Third battalions. The first battalion vf 
the first four companies of the regiment 
has been stationed at Fort Slocum in 
New York because the quarters at the 
Atlanta garrison were not sufficient for 
their accommodation, 

During the past year, however, ithe 
government has spent many thousands of 
dollars in the erection of new barracks 
and officers’ quarters and general im- 
provements to the garrison unfi] it is now 
one of the best equipped in the entire 
south. These barracks and officers’ 
quarters are being rapidly pushed lor- 
ward to completion and will be ready 
sometime before the Manassas maneuvers 
where the three battalions will meet for 
the first time since the regiment ieft 
the Presidio at San Francisco on their 
return from the islands, 


Full Regiment Here. 

As soon as the maneuvers are finished 
at Manassas the First battalion, instead 
of returning to Fort Slocum, will return 
to Fort McPherson. The coming of this 
battalion with its officers and men will 
mean much both to the post and to At- 
lanta. Dress parade on Friday afternoon 
will find the entire Sixteenth in regi- 
mental formations and those in the regi- 
ment are looking eagerly forward to the 
reunion with their old friends with whom 
they campaignéd in the islands. 

The new barracks at Fort McPherson 
for the accommodation of the First bat- 
talion are equipped with all of the new- 
est and latest appointments and repre- 
sent the very latest and best that Uncle 
Sam has to offer his soldiers. 

‘But the Stxteenth in all probability will 
only remain in Atlanta a matter of some 
six months more, for now that they have 
been back from the Philippines for two 
years they are expecting to be sent on 
foreign service within a very short time. 
As it is now, the Sixteenth is fourth on 
the list of regiments next to be detailed 
for foreign service and in the opinion of 
those ‘in a position to know, this will 
mean that the Sixteenth will receelve or- 
ders to return to the islands in the early 
spring. , 

While there are many in the regiment 
who do not wafit to go back to the isl- 
ands, the men as a whole are in favor of 
the return. Since the regiment hms been 
stationed here a very large number of 
recruits have been added and a majority 
of these have been Georgia boys, all of 
whom have heard the older men tell of 
teir efperiences until they are anxious | 
to see someting of active service. On 
the other hand, the older men are giad | 
to return inasmuch as foreign duty counts | 
for double time in the matter of making 
possible the retiring of the enlisted men 
on half pay.
